Quietness still prevails in ‘this 
district, though from time to time 
rumours speak of “Red” forces

About a fortnight ago the city 
was much alarmed by a Jot of 
shgoting. very near at hand, at 
about 10.30 p.m. It proved: to be 
robbers making an attack on the 
village of Peng Tin, only five 
minutes’ ‘walk. away, along the 
motor-road to Pakhoi. It is snid 
that some months ago the robbers 
demanded a large ransom. from 
the village, and when it declared 
its inabili y to. pay so much, they 
threatened thit jhoy sould bide 
their time and then coma and 
burn the house of. the wealthiest 
inhabitant.

“EFFECT OF “BAMBOOING.” 


_ Hongkong Governor's Address. 


In the course of a farewell] 


addresg to the Ceylon branch of 
the Royal-Asiatie Society, Hon. 
Mr. ‘Cecil Clementi, the new 
Governor of Hongkong, urged the 


necessity for the scientific study of 


the Sinhalese language. . 
Continuing, Mr. Clementi said’ 
thrt for many millenia the Chinese 
language was studied by Chinese 
scholars, but they had known no 
language whatever except their 
own. The study of their language 
was of utmost importance to the 
Chinaman for many reasons. 
Under Chinese Iaw almost every 
form of punishment was a certain 
number of blows-with a large or 
small bamboo, and any scholar was 
exempted . from any possible 


“bambooing unless an appeal was 


made, (Laughter), Therefore it 
was the goal of every Chinaman's 
ambition to be exempt from the 
petty tyranny of. the District 
Court. : 

The Chinese studied their langu- 
age with great zeal. The subject 
had been studied backward and 
forward, but nevertheless. no 
scientific knowledge of the Tan- 
guage had been obtained until 
European scholars in the 19th cen- 
tury brought their knowledge to 
bear‘on it and studied it from the 
point of view of comparative 
philology.

Cuses of Bitter Melons. 


Before Mr, R, E. Lindsell at the, 
Central Magistracy — yesterday 
afternoon, Yu Lam, agent for a 
Chinese medicine shop, No. 5, Peel 
Street, was charged with being in 
possession of 222 tacls of prepar- 
ed oplum, other sthan Government 
prepared opium, on November 4. 

Sergeant W. E.  Mendows pro- 
sectiled, and defendant was de- 
fended by Mr, B. McCallum. The 
case for the prosecution was that 
information wag received that 
opium was being temoved from 
the ss. Kinshan, and a Chinese 
detective followed two coolies who 
carried four boxes inte Tung Tak 
Lane, One of the coolies went 
away and then reappeared’ with 
the defendant. When he was 
questioned Lam said the boxes 
were not his. He made an attempt 
to run sway, but the detective held 
him and a struggle ensted. ‘Phe 
other coolie then ran away. 

The four cases” were labelled 
vitter melon, and each contained 
48 tins. About 150 tins contain- 
ed bitter melon, -while opium wa3 
found in the remainder. 

Defendant said he was on ‘his 
way to sret orders when he passed 
Tung Tak Lane and foun. a crowd 
there. .He was merely a member 
“af he crowd which gathered round 
ihe boxes. 

ine case was adjourned for fur- 
ther evidence fur the defence te 
he called. 


Further Adjournment. 


That the defendants were not 
vegarded a8 originators of the 
scheme but merely  accessorics, 
was the statement made by Mr,
